“ Euro pe Is bo wing in submissio n to 
the fact that America is king." 
In this sentence his Euro pean im­ 
pressio ns were summed up by Co n­ 
gressman Reuben O. Mo o n, who re­ 
cently returned to his ho me in Phila­ 
delphia 
fro m 
a three mo nths’ trip 
abro ad as a member o f the American 
gro up at the internatio nal parliamen­ 
tary peace co ngress held in Brussels o n 
Aug. 28 and 2li, says the Philadelphia 
Public I/edger. 
Co ngressman Mo o n also Interv iewed 
Po pe Pius X. and King Leo po ld o f Bel­ 
gium, bo th o f who m were co mplimen­ 
tary to America. 
“ Step by step, with ev er Increasing I 
wo nder and admiratio n, Euro pe has 
watched o ur eao rino u» s co mmerce, o ur 
Industrial pro gress, o ur Philippine un ; 
dertaklng, o ur Panama task and Presi- | 
dent Ro o sev elt’s cro wning success as a j 
peacemaker. 
Things American hav e 
swept acro ss Euro pe and filled It with 
admiratio n until it has beco me a Eu­ 
ro pean byphrase that anything is p»>s 
slble In America. 
"The news o f the president’s success 
in bringing abo ut peace came as a wo n­ 
derful climax to o ur internatio nal co n­ 
gress o n the ev e o f its adjo urnment. 
What is no w kno wn all o v er the wo rld 
as the ‘American idea’ was the mo st 
pro minent feature o f the internatio nal 
co ngress. All o ther deliberatio ns dwin­ 
dled into Insignificance In co mpariso n 
with the discussio ns o f the American 
Idea. 
This 
was especially 
bro ught 
ho me to me by interv iews 1 had with 
Po pe Pius X. and King Leo po ld o f Bel­ 
gium. They bo th alluded to the ‘Ameri­ 
can idea.’ 
"Last year 4n St. Lo uis the American 
idea first to o k shape in the « » so lutio ns 
reco mmending, first, a general arbitra­ 
tio n treaty which wo uld giv e Tbe 
Hague co urt a jurisdictio n, and. sec­ 
o nd, that delegates be elected o r ap­ 
po inted to an internatio nal co ngress 
with po wer to make laws fo r The 
Hague co urt to enfo rce within its juris­ 
dictio n. 
“ It was in Brussels, where the peace 
co ngress met, that I met with the mo st 
interesting experiences. 
I had an in­ 
terv iew with King Leo po ld which last­ 
ed fo r mo re than half an ho ur, and 
during that time I was enabled to learn 
at first hand what ro yalty really thinks 
o f America. 
The king is o ne o f the 
mo st delightful gentlemen I hav e ev er 
met. 
He is a trained linguist and 
speaks English perfectly. 
"Ev erything which the king said to 
me was a co mpliment to America. 
He 
expressed the greatest admiratio n fo r 
President Ro o sev elt and said: ‘Yo ur 
president is o ne o f the mo st remarka­ 
ble men o f the age, and I watch ev ery­ 
thing that he do es with deepest ad­ 
miratio n. 
I hav e his picture, with his 
auto graph, hanging in my ro o m, where 
I can see it ev ery mo ment. 
He Is an 
inspiratio n.’ 
"The king said he tho ught the Amer­ 
ican peo ple were the mo st marv elo us 
o f the age. 
‘They are great, they are 
stro ng, they are facto rs in ev ery art 
and science, and they must be co nsid­ 
ered in ev ery great mo v ement that is 
undertaken by the natio ns.’ As a mat­ 
ter o f fact, the same tho ught was ex­ 
pressed ev erywhere we went thro ugh 
the capitals o f Euro pe. 
Ev erywhere 
it was asked: ‘What do es America 
think? What will America do ? 
“ The 
argument o f 
the American 
gro up at the internatio nal co ngress 
was this: The Hague co urt, as it exists 
o nly by co mmo n co urtesy, has no ju­ 
risdictio n and no laws. 
'No w, then.’ 
said the Americans to the Euro pean-. 
*yo u hav e started this, and yo u hav e 
arriv ed at a po int where yo u must 
take o ne step further and giv e The 
Hague co urt jurisdictio n and laws o r 
let it die o f inanitio n.’ Our idea, ho w­ 
ev er, was so radical, so fundamental, 
that the Euro pean natio ns said it was 
simply impo ssible, abso lutely rev o lu­ 
tio nary. 
"But Richard Bartho idt, chairman o f 
the American gro up, had wo rked o ut 
and presented the basis fo r o ur general 
arbitratio n idea in such masterly detail 
that It no t o nly challenged admiratio n, 
but also met mo st effectually all o bjec­ 
tio ns. 
"One o f the ablest Euro pean states­ 
men, Co unt Appo nyi o f Hungary, ad­ 
mitted frankly that Mr. Bartho ldt’s 
masterly presentment o f the American 
idea left him no gro und fo r o bjectio n. 
He said he wanted o nly to add to 
American 
pro gressiv eness 
Euro pean 
cautio n. The matter, therefo re, was re 
ferred to a special co mmittee o f fiv e, 
who must repo rt back within three 
mo nths o r befo re tbe next Hague co n 
ference. 
"Then as a climax o n the ev e o f o ur 
adjo urnment came the news o f Presi­ 
dent Ro o sev elt’s wo nderful triumph 
fo r peace, illustrating mo st fo rcibly the 
supremacy o f the American idea o f ar 
bitratio n o v er the terro rs o f war. As 
such the peace news was enthusiastic­ 
ally greeted In the histo ric Ho tel de 
Ville, where we wer# all gathered at a 
ball. The king’s band played ‘Ameri­ 
ca,’ and that night the phrase ‘Any­ 
thing is po ssible in 
America’ 
was 
changed to ‘Anything is po ssible fo r an 
American,’ fo r the sincere tribute to 
President Ro o sev elt is a tribute to all 
Americans, o f who m he is taken to be 
a type."

Salaries o f th e Officials. 
In yesterday’s testimony the sensa­ 
tional dev elopment was when Hughes 
demanded the pay roll of the execu­ 
tiv e officers of the company. This was 
produced and showed the salaries of 
these officers since 1877. 
For the year 
1904 President McCurdy receiv ed $150,- 
000, two v ice presidents were paid $50,- 
000 each.« second v ice president $17,500, 
the third v ice president $10,000, and 
the general manager $25,000, who this 
year will receiv e $30,000,and the treas­ 
urer $50,000. The witness on the stand 
was Robert H. McCurdy, general man­ 
ager of the Mutual 
Life Insurance 
company, and son of Richard A. Mc­ 
Curdy, president of that company. 


V alue o f L arg e S alaries. 
McCurdy said lie nev er know the 
salary of his father until yesterday 
when he heard it read in the commit­ 
tee room. 
When asked if it was any 
benefit to the policyholder to increase 
the president’s salary McCurdy said he 
thought the trustees had considered 
that when they increased tin* presi­ 
dent’s salary.

Washington, Oct. 7. — During the 
cabinet 
meeting 
Secretary 
Wilson 
brought to the attention of the presi­ 
dent and cabinet a determination he 
had reached regarding the inspection 
of meats. 
He indicated that under 
the law meat packers could not 
be 
forced to pay the cost of meat inspec­ 
tion. 
H e had decided, howev er, that 
hereafter the packers should pay for 
the seals, or tags, placed upon 
In­ 
spected meats intended for export. 
This will bring a rev enue to the de­ 
partment of agriculture of nearly $50,- 
000 a year. 
This sum the secretary 
proposes to use in extending the inspec­ 
tion of meats to packing houses which 
hav e requested that they be giv en in­
